I at about 9 o’clock last night when 
it flowed through a six-inch pipe 
a t the rate of about 4000 barrels a 
day for a period of 45 m inutes. 
On account of the danger of sand­ 
ing up, the flow w as shut off and 
the well was today standing idle 
pending the putting In of a three-inch 
pipe so th at the flow could be gov­ 
erned m ore readily and the sanding 
up danger reduced to a minimqjn. 
D rillers xveiv to put in the pipe 
th is afternoon and expected to sta rt 
production again late tonight. 
The well cam e in w ith a slight 
roar and great force at a depth of 
2245 feet. The gas forced the mud 
and w ater and oil about 70 feet above 
the derrick before the gate valve 
could be closed and the baler re­ 
moved. The oil is 16 1-2 gravity and 
carries less than two per cent of 
w ater, which is considered a re ­ 
m arkable fact on account of other 
w ells in the im m ediate vicinity hav­ 
ing encountered considerable w ater 
troubles. The H urst well, which is 
ju st across the street is holding up 
its pressure but is carrying m ore 
than 25 per cent w ater. T his was the 
condition th at the H untington Cen­ 
tral officials attem pted to avert and 
according to all appearances have 
succeeded.

GEORGE C. ROY W RITES OF 
MAIN STREET SUGGESTIONS 
Editor R egister: 
W hile the question of im proving 
Main street is up for consideration 
there are two su ggestion s w hich I 
w ould like to m ake and would like 
to learn what reaction th ese su gges­ 
tion s m ight have upon the m inds af 
those who are in terested in th ese im ­ 
provem ents. 
F irst, many of us w oul* m ost de­ 
cidedly object to having the street 
ab solu tely denuded of trees at this 
tim e, but possibly m ost of us would 
concede that a uniform planting of 
som e suitable variety of street tree 
w ould be a great im provem ent over 
the heterogeneous collection of shade 
trees w hich are now' supposed to or­ 
nam ent the street. 
To bring about th is result I would 
su ggest that a suitable sin gle variety 
of tree be decided upon and that the 
city engineer be called upon to stake 
the locations for the plantings up and 
down the street, and that th e trees 
should not be spaced less than fifty 
feet apart. In the places w here th ese 
stak es would interfere w ith a present 
tree that tree could be rem oved but 
aside from such cases the present 
grow th could rem ain until such tim e 
as it could be rem oved w ithout de­ 
nuding the street. 
Then in a very few years w e would 
h ave the uniform 
planting 
w hich 
m any of us w ish w e had now and 
possibly som e one w ill then “rise up

N IEEE HARDSHIPS 


LOS ANGELES, April 21 — “Jack” 
Cudahy’s turbulent career was end­ 
ed today — he lay dead in his pala­ 
tial Hollywood home. 
John P. Cudahy blew his brains 
out yesterday, with a shotgun. 
Cudahy, the son of the late Mich­ 
ael Cudahy, multi-millionaire pack­ 
er, had spent his inherited millions 
and killed himself when he was re­ 
fused a loan 
on 
the thrifts trust 
fund, held for him by the Northern 
T rust company of Chicago, according 
to letters and telegrams found. 
For the last decade Cudahy has 
figured prominently in the spotlight 
of publicity. 
Blame Financial Trouble 
An all night investigation convinc­ 
ed authorities that financial worries 
drove Cudahy to self-destruction. 
“Broke’’ in spite of a yearly in­ 
come of $100,000, payable from a 
trust fund created by his father, 
Cudahy had made frantic efforts to 
obtain more funds from Chicago. 
After leaving a Pasadena sanitar­ 
ium where he underwent treatm ent 
for a threatened nervous collapse, 
Cudahy attem pted to engineer a mo­ 
tion picture scheme but, it is said, 
failed to find backers.
